-For  youi"  French  car-toon,  J  was  right  ,  but  there  is  the 
complete  story.  Victorien  SARDOU  wrote  his  play  L'Oncle  Sam  in 
1.871,  it  was  censored  by  Thiers  'government  because  it  was  too 
harsh  for  the  States.  It  fact  it  is  only  an  overacting  of  some 
American  defects:  materiaLism,  too  \'ree  young  girls,  stupid  busi- 
nessmen...  and  there  is  nothing  politic  in  it.  Finally  the  play  had 
its  opening  in  Paris  on  November  6  1873  and  lasted  till  March, 
success  was  not  great  and  critics  rattier  severe.  So  the  cartoon 
comes  shortly  after  this  dale,  made  by  a  Republican  against  SARDOU 
seen  as  royalist.  Lincoln  is  used  as  the  very  symbol  of  Republic 
and  high  principles,  looking  at  this  very  little  man  who  dared  to 
attack  his  country;  a  giant  and  a  dwarf.
